Burma Become Red Satellite? 


During the last few months the situation 
Burma has been attracting considerable 
attention other parts the world. 
despatches have reported the invasion 
Burma Chinese Communist troops, ex- 
Premier Nu’s Peiping, and 
Chou En-lai’s visit Rangoon. The serious. 
ness the situation, however, does not 
pear have been fully understood the 
outside world. According Central News 
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despatch from John, Seabury 
Thomson, professor political science 
the University Wisconsin who recently 
returned the United States from one year’s 


Burma, has expressed the view 


that unless world public opinion becomes 
sufficiently aroused over Communist China’s 
intrigues, that country is. doomed .to turn 
into Peiping’s satellite. “What has not been 
well known outside Burma,” Professor 
Thomson article the Progressive, 
monthly magazine published Madison, 
Wisconsin, “is the extent the Chinese 
Communist threat. The Communist invasion 
has two prongs, military action and large- 
scale peaceful infiltration, both backed 
continuous diplomatic and political pres. 
sures.” the opinion Professor Thomson, 
the illegal immigration Chinese Commu. 
nists into Burma poses even greater threat 
Burmese integrity than military operation. 
“Masses unarmed Chinese civilians have 
swarmed into lightly’ populated Burma ap. 


parently orders from Peiping.” Professor 


Thomson quite right when points out 
his article that Burma’s “neutralism” has 
little reward. Ever since Burma won 
her independence from Britain the Burmese 
has been exerting its greatest 
effort avoid provoking Communist China 
and develop friendly relations with Pei. 
ping. However, although the Burmese have 
shown their willingness make 
after concession, their goodwill not ap. 
preciated the Peiping regime. Instead 
adopting truly friendly attitude toward 
the Burmese Government, the Chinese Com- 
munists have been pouring money through 
their “embassy” Rangoon Communist- 
dominated political opposition. matter 
fact, even without these revelations 
Professor Thomson should able 
arrive the conclusion that the Peiping 
regime determined turn Burma into 
such fate should befall Burma, 
would be, from our point view, some. 
thing fully deserved the shortsighted Bur. 
mese politicians. Nevertheless, the fact 
mains that the free world cannot afford let 
Burma fall under Communist domination. 
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that far the great majority Burm. 
ese people are still are 
not favor the pro-Communist policy 
the Burmese Government.. Burma 
the other free nations Southeast Asia 
would further jeopardized, demo. 
cratic powers, therefore, should 
take positive action prevent Burma from 
being turned into Peiping’s satellite. 


Students’ Revolt Russia 


recent press despatch from 
ported that the students Soviet Russia had 
begun revolt against their Communist 
overlords. According reports received from 
behind the Iron Curtain, students Moscow 
University had started criticize openly 
the Communist regime and the men the 
Kremlin. They were said meeting 
large groups and demanding gov. 
ernment dictatorship Russia and the 
dents from satellite countries expressing 
their sympathy with the revolt 
and Poland’s challenge Moscow’s ‘author. 
ity. Soviet authorities were showing serious 
concern over the mood defiance the 
students which was said without prec. 
edent the history the Communist re. 
gime. The Soviet rulers feared that the stu- 
dents might attempt demonstrations which 
would lead violence and bloodshed sim. 
ilar what had happened Hungary. 
Undisclosed sources London 
that the general atmosphere criticism 
prevailed not only among students but among 
large numbers younger and middle-aged 
officials Moscow. despatch from 
Brussels reported that Moscow University 
was closed the principal for one day Jast 
month because Russian posted 
excerpts from BBC Hungary.

promptly declared ceasefire. Speculation 
the real motive behind Russia’s 
sudden demarche, but its seriousness has 
escaped the general public. Personally 
inclined think that this one the few 
warnings that the democratic countries will 
get before the much talked about third world 
war would happen. For unmistakably 
shows that the Russian imperialist aggression 
has come Africa. short review the 
happenings the last few years. will tell.

1954, Russia might said have been 
the most insecure position; Khrushchev 
and Co. had newly come into power; her 
weapons program, both nuclear and rocket, 
had not been completed; the people home 
and the satellites were ferment. That 
was the time when the Russian Communists 


deemed advisable resort their 
dialectics taking step backward order 
gain two steps forward some later date. 
That was the time the world saw the 
Russian Bear, the gruffest all the animals, 
show her first smiles. But even while the 
smiles Khrushchev and Co. were their 
blandest, the Russian imperialists never 
slowed down their scheming and plotting 
against the world. Among other activities, 
they accelerated their pace their attempts 
win converts for Communism and neutralism. 
Their efforts were especially successful and 
rewarding Asia. After North Vietnam had 
been ceded the Russian and Chinese Com- 
munist puppet, Chi-minh, the rest what 
was formerly Indo-China was divided into 
three states, South Vietnam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia. Since then both Laos and Cambodia 
have been won over neutralism. Elsewhere 
Asia the Communists have been equaily 
successful. Japan has been drawn farther and 
farther away from the American. orbit. 
Indonesia has become Both Burma 
and India, the main proponents neutralism, 
have become more enmeshed the Communist 
tentacles. has also been convert- 
neutralism, and even Parkistan 
wavering. Malaya and 
become paralyzed with Communism. Except 
few-points resistance, Asia whole may 
said have sufficiently ripened for Com- 
munist take-over and can kept cold 
storage for the time being.

Yet what the 
difference between the inhuman attack 
perpetrated the armed forces Britain 
and France against almost unarmed Egypt?” 
Thus his stiff rhetoric flourish, the Soviet 


premier bared his naked, 
threat modern weapons destruction, 
especially rocket weapons guided missiles, 
recent months there have been reports

may catch the rocket development, 
the Soviets will make mighty uncomfortable 
for the free world. For the present they will 
build bases the Middle East 
preparation for the war which may not take 
long coming. They will also build 
pressure with the intention liquidating 
Western influence and economic interests 
the area. With Nasser under their thumb, 
they could turn the heat the area and 
off their will. until the whole Middle East 
and Africa are their hands. 


Thus the present struggle may way 
said revolve around the personality 
Nasser. The Anglo-French intervention 
the Suez might have had limited objective, 
but neither the British nor the French would 
loath see some rebel the enemy 
camp set himself take the place 
Nasser. this were not actually part 
their objective, was undoubtedly pious 
hope. Anyway, the Anglo-French expedi- 
tion should turn out unqualified 
success, Nasser’s prestige would damaged 
beyond repair. The Soviets could not very 
well afford see their No. puppet Africa 
topple over, after having taken all the pains 
him up. Hence their growls. 


Thus the should

them from the clutches the Anglo-French 
imperialists. For their own prestige, and 
further reduce the British and French 
influence the Middle East and Africa, the 
Soviets are undoubtedly prepared more 
than make empty threats. 


can learn anything from the 
present experience, that whereas the 
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Soviets were formerly satisfied with carrying 
out aggression proxy, they are now feeling 
bold enough come out into the open, 
feeling doubt generated sense 
their power. the near future shall 
certainly see more this form intimida- 
tion.

Middle East, they would let Nasser and their 
puppets negotiate for settlement the 
present imbroglio. They will talk and talk, 
give inch, occasionally change their 
mind back talking till the Soviets 
are ready strike. This ruse has been used 
many times the Communists before, and 
very likely repeated under the 
present circumstances.

When Egypt nationalized the Suez Canal 
last summer, Britain and France could have 
taken the matter the United Nations, but 
did not. Instead, they called conference 
London and the same time strengthened 
their military forces the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. They would have seized the Canal 
had not been for Washington’s steady 
counsel for peaceful settlement. Meanwhile, 
Colonel Nasser shrewdly kept the canal 
open that none could charge him with 
interfering with free navigation, principally 
oil shipments, through the waterway.

come off the proverbial limb. Now that 
the vanguard international police force 
has arrived the scene the recent conflict 
maintain peace, the nations concerned 
should abide the United Nations resolu- 
tions and withdraw their armed forces from 
the Suez Canal and from the Sinai peninsula. 
They could argue out their dispute the 
United Nations later on. This will restore 
the world organization much the prestige 
lost earlier the crisis.

Foochow and Amoy. Without solving these 
two problems, the mere shouts made the 
Communists “liberating” Taiwan would 
only empty threats. 


Fukien mountainous country. Mount

States under the Refugee Relief 
Program. 

(5) Carrying out projects aimed per- 
petuating the constructive purposes 
ARCI after the termination its 
formal 


September 30, 1956, ARCI had accom- 
plished the following: 
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Resettlement 


accumulative total 8,043 registrants 
(with dependents 11,577) had been aided 
resettlement. these, 440 (with dependents 
1,021) had resettled overseas; 951 de- 
pendents 1660), including scholarship students, 
extensive ARCI assistance; and 6,652 (with 
dependents 8,896) settlers, who 
secured their own sponsors, came Taiwan 
with passage money and pocket-money 
provided ARCI. 


Most the scholarship students were 
the Leadership Training Program, and after. 
two-year course and year military 
training the graduates were assured jobs 
with the Government. The students were 
selected competitive examinations Hong 
Kong. 

The resettlers, usually specially qualified 
people with diplomas college graduates, 
doctors, engineers, had housing and 
job-placement undertaken ARCI and 
medical care for the first year arrival. 
The self-help settlers have been their own 
except for emergency medical relief during 
their first year Taiwan, and the distribution 
relief powdered milk, clothing, etc. 


Services Registrants 


(a) Juddville Relocation Center—Judd- 
ville, named after Congressman Walter 
Judd, Chairman ARCI, Inc.—was 
accommodate re-settlers during their period 
adjustment Taiwan.

For six 
months’ period, 1,773 treatments have been 
given registrants, staff members Juddville, 
and several the local police. The expense 
has been negligible medicines were mostly 
from supplies bought last year, and the 
registrants buy their own vitamins. The 
Provincial Health Center has kindly cooper- 
ated diphtheria, trachoma, small pox, and 
prevention. More serious illnesses are 
treated the Taipei and Taiwan University 
ARCI has also given maternity 
subsidies for the first child born Free 
China. 

Resettlers may secure counselling either 
from ARCI members residence 
Juddville, coming the ARCI office 
Taipei. Housing has been provided for most 
the residents who have left Juddville. 
These homes are Shih-lin, Chung 
Hsiang, faculty residences schools em- 
ploying the registrants other locations 
convenient for employment. the 
regular powdered milk and butter oil distri- 
butions, Juddville residents received 154 
packages new clothing for children from 
to.13 age, from the Mennonite 
Mission this last March.

Registrants apply the ARCI Office for 
tickets, and their cases are considered the 
weekly Medical Committee meetings. case 
emergency, the ticket given once. 
Because limited funds, effort made 
confine granting tickets only cases that 
have come Taiwan within one year; but 
case life-or-death situations exceptions are 
made. Altogether, have been given 
medical assistance since the service started.

According their liaison 
officer, Mr. Anthony Wu, considering that 
each worker earned $250 month, total 
$120,000 conservative estimate would have 
been earned during the fiscal year July

October 10, 1956 the free Chinese 
Hongkong and Kowloon literally turned 
the Crown Colony into jubilant Chinese 
town for one day. But the heat the 
félicitations, the Communist agents lurking 
everywhere helpless and desperation 
sought and obtained opening which they 
transformed into the riot. 


The immediate cause the riot was 
quarrel between the occupants resettle- 
ment camp the Laichikok Village reset- 
tlement area near the city Kowloon across 
the bay from Hongkong proper. The occup- 
ants, all refugees from the mainland who 
had suffered from the Communists and con- 
sequently were specially hateful the Com- 
munists and tender towards their national 
flag, were infuriated the arbitrary action 
Chinese settlement official who 
o’clock the morning the 10th tore off 
the’ paper flags pasted the residents 
the 5th floor the building. Their anger 
was further incensed the cheering crowd 
Communist agents when the flags came 
down. Threatened the mob, the official 
slipped away ask help from the police. 
The police mediated for peaceful settlement’ 
was agreed that the Chinese ‘official

when some the residents went the 
official’s office verify, they discovered that 
had not honored his promises full, 
new dispute started and hundreds resi- 
dents gathered around the office. The culprit 
escaped from his office and was pursued 
the mob and the mélée some police nearly 
became involved free-for-all. Police 
reinforcements arrived the scene and fired 
tear gas shells into the crowd which tem- 
porarily checked and dispersed the demon- 
strators, who directed their attention the 
official’s office and destroyed its furniture and 
burnt its archives. More than thousand 
policemen arrived and cordoned off the whole 
area and put out the fire. 


The matter would have quieted down 
immediately had not the police arrested 
more than 200 the rioters. the evening 
the anger the residents became directed 
towards the police, and the situation became 
engine rushing toward the Ferry accidentally 
killed three pedestrians, which excited the 
crowd the street throw stones and bricks 
the police and mammoth crowds began 
gather swarming towards the area distur- 
bance. Meanwhile the police was largely 
reinforced attack the mobs using batons 
and tear gas shells their attempt clear 
the streets; but the ‘disturbance had spread 
other districts Kowloon. 

Throughout the night o’clock 
the following morning, rioters crowds 
fought with the police and made havoc 
properties. Before midnight, candy factory 
and twelve its trucks had been burnt down, 
police stations Shek Kip Mei resettlement 
area had been raided and archives burnt, 
fire engine the street burnt, foreign 
occupants apartment house stoned and 
the shops the vicinity attacked and 
The police used tear gas bombs but they only 
infuriated the mobs havoc 

a.m. the crowd had been driven 
the Prince Albert Road but they surrounded 
and stoned the Kowloon Police Headquarters, 
the Communication Department and the 


Mongkok police station. a.m. the mob 
split itself into groups several 
each destroy and burn pro-Communist shops 


and such bookshops and schools. a.m, 


the crowd Nathan Road had been cleared 


the police and dispersed into the side 
alleys. According preliminary estimate 
the total number casualties then wag 
about dead and wounded. 


the morning the peace seemed 
have returned Kowloon. Shops opened 
for business and office goers passed along the 
main streets usual and though crowds 
gathered front the shops that had been 
looted and destroyed the night everything 
seemed But the storm had only 
temporarily subsided Laichikek where 
o’clock the morning the after 
ruminate the injustices and rough treat- 
ments they had received from the police 
their honorable attempt guard their Nat- 
ional Flag. ‘Some one hung the 
square human leg broken the fire engine 
the sight which incited the infuriated 


crowds immediate violence. 


They first broke into the settlement area 
offices and moyed all the furniture and other 
things into the open bonfire. Thousands 
gathered witness the sight and some climbed 
the top the building into the official 


storage rooms and threw whatever they could 


find into the fire. Police patrol cars and fire 
engines which came the scene were 
away with stones and bricks and one policeman 


was seriously wounded. Before o’clock the’ 


crowd had marched out for 
Kowloon once again became the scene. 
violent mob actions. 

o’clock mobs had smashed and burnt 
one Communist department store and one 
metal ware factory Castle Street, set fire 
another resettlement office and was intent 
rampage along Nathan Road and 
the streets the Mongkok area. The police 
fired the mob midday and killed one 
middle-aged man. The corpse was immedi- 
covered with National Flags the 
crowd.

The 
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widespread and gradually the riots took the 
form anti-Western character and became 
fights between the anti- and 
factions. Before the evening died down the 
Kwangtung Provincial Bank’s branch office had 
damaged and the Fire Station surrounded 
and well-known shoe store raided and looted. 
o’clock the police killed another man 
with gun fire and the mob tried rush the 
police Nathan Road but was dispersed 
tear gas shells. During the day uncounted 
number factories, shops, schools, etc. were 
smashed burnt, and number foreigners 
were attacked. Thieves and hooligans played 
important role. The fights between the 
anti- and’ pro-Communist laborers the 
factories inland Tsun Wan the edge 
the colony’s New Territory were specially 
tragic they resulted the death 
people. The situation became serious that 
British troops had called out. British 
army tanks and machine-gunners finally suc- 
ceeded enforcing uneasy peace. The 
situation calmed down after midnight and 
the riot ended the 13th, When the curfew 
was lifted. The total number casualties 
announced the British authorities was 
and 370 wounded, some very seriously. 

One interesting incident the turmoil 
was the sudden premium the sales price 
National Flags. Throughout the riot, those 
people and shops and cars with the national 
ensign were free from the mobsters’ attention 
many shops and people who had not one 
ready were glad pay for one exorbitant 
prices. 

All observers the riot, including the 
British authorities, are agreéd that the riot 
was unpremeditated and was started 
spontaneous reaction free 
Chinese against the unwarranted, arbitrary 
actions petty official the British 
government employ. While the British Go- 
prefer, for understandable reasons, 
place the whole responsibility for the later 
developments members secret societies 
and underworld organizations, irrefutable 
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evidence pointed the presence Com- 
munist fingers the pie. The incident from 
the start could have been localized nipped 
the bud, had the British police, instead 
arresting the residents the trouble area, 
punished the meddling petty official for 
vening standing official order that ,cele- 
brations should not interfered with, and 
made open apology the residents. Once 
the anger the patriotic Chinese had been 
roused, naturally snowballed under the heat 
the felicitations until thousands people 
gathered revenge what they considered 
great common disgrace their country. 


Unfortunately, the indignation the po- 
pulace was utilized the Chinese Com- 


munists create trouble for the Hongkong 


government and for the Westerners. The first 
evidence the Communist intrigue the 
cry “Long live Mao Tse-tung!” given 
some the rioters when arrested the 
police. The second evidence that, according 
eyewitnesses, there appeared small groups 
youths both sexes uniform white shirts 
and grey trousers directing the mobs system- 


after the start the riot the Com- 


munist papers kept continuous accusation 
against Kuomintang agents with the obvious 
intention direct the attention the local 
authorities away from their own intrigues. 
That the riot turned into anti-Western 
campaign another evidence because anti- 
Westernism not Nationalist China’s policy 
while openly proclaimed weapon 
the Communists their united front tactics. 
The destruction some the pro-Communist 
shops, factories and schools might have been 
done the infuriated anti-Communist 
Chinese the spur the moment; but 
might equally have been the work the 
Communists themselves who are known 
spare not even their own people substantiate 
false accusation, discredit the free Chinese

which they can capitalize when the time 
ripe.

The conference was attended 267 
delegates from the Chinese communities 
the Philippines, Thailand, South Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Japan, South Korea, Singapore, 
Malaya, Indonesia, Burma, India, Hongkong, 
Macao, Timor, New Zealand, the Peru 
and Cuba. 


Speaking before the conference, President 
Chiang Kai-shek urged the overseas Chinese 
cooperate with their local governments 
concerted effort counter Communist 
aggressive moves. the same time the 
President promised full protection the 
legal interests overseas Chinese and agreed 
take steps strengthen their economic 
well-being. 


Premier Yui, who presided over the 
opening session, urged overseas Chinese the 
world over help bring about the industri- 
alization their homeland. Only parti- 
cipating the industrial development 
their fatherland can the overseas Chinese 


expect solve their economic difficulties, 
emphasized. 

Cheng Yin-fun, Chairman 
Overseas Affairs Commission, set forth four

The paper, Pravda’s counterpart Pei- 
ping, argued that the United Nations resolu- 
tion asking Russian forces pull out 
Hungary “only proved that such action 
would benefit those imperialists and would 
harm the Hungarian people.” tried hard 
convince its readers that Russia’s action 
“helping restore order upon the request 
the Hungarian government” was completely 
“righteous,” for everybody could see that 
Russia “does not want inch territory 
from Hungary.”

Probably feeling that might have gone 
too far this time with the big lie, the paper 
backtracked little and admitted that “not 
all those who joined the rioters were Fa- 
scists.” even conceded that “using the aid 
foreign troops putting down riot 
unusual situation, and matter how 
pure and good the intentions were, temporary 
misunderstandings could not avoided 
among some.”

Mr. Wu’s book timely 
contribution toward rectifying such deplor- 
able situation. fact the only book 
its kind written competent economist 
that treats the subject objectively and critic- 
ally basing his analysis data published 
unguardedly piecemeal the Communists 
themselves.
